Prior to these delibera- 
tions, the secretary 
declared there 
was no doubt but that the question 
•of whether an agent of the American 
government dared to destroy a for- 
eign government seal presented a 
grave problen^. 
He expressed a hope that we find out 
just what we can do immediately. 
Informed that the British liner Ber- 
engaria, due in New York tomorrow 
or Saturday, was bringing a 
sealed 
store of liquor, the secretary merely 
replied that the treasury may be able 
to deal with the s.tuation thus pre- 
sented when.it arose.

On One Estimate

WASHINGTON*. D. C. June 21.— 
Either Mr. Lasker was oveily modest 
in 
estimating 
the 
cost 
of 
his 


Leviathan "joy ride," or else he v.as 
jesting \\ith Congress when he in- 
formed that body that a ship subsidy 
was necessary for the operation of 
the American Merchant Marine 
Such is the conclusion flrav.-n by 


Representative Ewin L. Davis, of 
Tennessee, ranking minority member 
of the house committee on merchant 
marine and fisheries, and spokesmen 
of the Democratic party in all ship- 
ping legislation, ivho arrived in the 
capital on the day that the Leviathan 
sailed on her trial trip with Mr. Las- 
ker and 318 guests on board. 
"Chairman Lasker, defending him- 


self from criticism, says that the rost 
for 
the six days will not exceed 


5120,000," said Judge Davis. In oth- 
er words, he establishes a cost of 
$20,000 
per 
day. A regular 
run 


across the ocean will take five days, 
making a cost of $100,000. Add five 
days m port, at say half the cost of 
operation at sea, and ther.e is a total 
of $150,000 fo rthe one-way voyage, 
or 5300,000 for a regular round trip. 
"I saw in print the other day that 
the passenger revenue for the first 
trip across will yield in fares some- 
what more than $400,000. It may be 
safely assumed that the revenues on 
the return trip will not fall under 
$100,000. So, taking Mr. Lasker's 
own figures for the cost of operation 
of the vessel, it would seem that 
there will be a clear margin of at 
least 5200,000 profit on a regular voy- 
age."Does It not appear that either 
Chairman Lasker was too modest in 
his estimate of the cost of the "joy 
ride" or else that he was not justified 
in telling Congress that a subsidy was 
necessary 
for 
operation 
of 
the 
Leviathan and other vessels of the 
American merchant marine. That is 
the conclusion that I draw, and that 
is the only conclusion, that is ten- 
able." 
As to the necessity lor the trial 


trip itself. Judge Davis declined to 
venture any opinion, staling that he 
was not qualified to judge. 
However, 
he questioned the motives of Chair- 
man Lasker in making up the list of 
guests to be taken along. 
"I recognize that a vessel such as 
the Leviathan, after undergoing the 
extensive alterations made at the Vir- 
ginia yards, should be tested before 
undertaking trans-atlantic runs with 
thousands of human beings aboard. 
There was a test run from Newport 
News to Boston, and if this junket 
had not been taken, another minor 
test in the voyage down from Boston 
to New York, but I am not qualified 
to speak as an expert upon the point 
of whether these runs constitute a 
sufficient test.

Stream Of Lava Deviates 


Into Valley, Saving Lin- 
guaglossa—Another City 
Of 15,000 Now Threat- 
ened. 


(By The Associated Tress) 


CATANIA, June 21.—Unless thert 
is a new and strong emission of lava 
from Ml. Etna, the town of Lingua- 
glossa which has been threatened for 
the last three days is alrrfost certain- 
ly safe from destruction said official 
reports from the region affected. Thfc 
huge stream of lava which had. been 
advancing steadily toward the town 
has deviated into a sideroad and la 
moving with accelerated, velocity into 
the \alley which is gradually becom- 
ing a lake of fire. 


The few inhabitants in Llnguaglos- 
sa ascribe the diversion of the lava to 
the town's patron saint to whom 
prayers and gifts were frequently of- 
fered throughout the days of terror. 
The atmosphere for miles around the 
volcano is still dense with the ashes 
hurled 
skyward 
from 
the 
crater 


which is completely hidden by a dense 
fog, smoke and cinders. Thunderous 
explosions continue and 
from

quarters are heard distressing tales 
of 
wild stampedes 
by the 
panic 
stricken population the destruction ol 
homes and heroici efforts at rescue. 
The town now most in danger, is Cas- 
tiglione of 15,000 inhabitants which is.

Vehemently proclaiming-, her Innoj 
cence. Mrs- Carrick was led away by 
the police, vrho are positive they have 
in custody the woman who shot down 
the wealthy insurance man, as she 
and her male companion were rob- 
bing them at tae door of their garage 
the evening of June 5. 
Mrs. Carrick, who says her home is 
in Reynoldsville, Ohio, is a baffling: 
personality. She has eyes that might 
easily be called grey, blue or black, 
according to her moods.

THE BEE BEGINNING TODAY 


Says Weekly 


Press Closer to 
People Than Daily 


(By The Associated Press) 


BLOWING "ROCK, N; C.. Juno 21- 
—"The weekly newspaper, if it bo 
progressive, :s closer to the people in 
the rural districts than the daily." de- 
clared J. B. Sherrill, president .oC the 
Xorth Carolina Press Association in his 
annual address delivered beforn that 
body here today. 
•• 


"The weekly press can. if it will," he 


continued, "do more to keep the peo- 
ple fr,om leaving the country sections 
than can the daily newspaper. It can 
insist on a better standard of living, 
of the introduction of various modern' 
conveniences, of better schools, of bet- 
ter roads and in many ways it can- help 
make'the rural sections'more desirable 
places to live In. It is somewhat (dis- 
tressing,, therefore, to note that tho 
circulation of the weekly newspapers 
has not. only not increased within the 
past ten years, .but that it actually has 
decreased." 
. . 


The speaker cited figures of the Fed- 
eral census reports showing that the 
circulation of the weekly papers in 
New York state had decreased by 25 
per cent, between 1914 and 1919 and 
'ave it as his opinion that tholr in- 
fluence had been lessened to the same 
extent. 


"The 
newspaper is necessarily a 


community builder.". Mr. Sherrill as- 
serted. 
"It is a trite saying that 
newspaper are 'moulders of public 
opinion,' but this fact was never more 
apparent than It is today. 
Even the 
publisher of the smallest paper, .who 
often does not realize the great'im-" 
Jortance of his work, wields an in- 
luence which permeates the whole 
community and influences, sometimes 
unconsciously, the trend of commun- 
ty action. In fact, the newspaper by 
ts forward policy can make a com- 
munity progressive, or it can ty its 
'allure to function as a leader of 
bought and action, retard progress 
and keep its town always in the rear 
ranks." 


The speaker touched on the rising 


costs of publishing newspapers call- 
ng attention to the fact that although 
retail and other prices in > practically 
every line had declined sinco the; 
World War that expenses of publish-' 
ng had- steadily risen and thatxmany 
publishers who thought they were 
: r.king profits actually were losing. 
He asserted, in the face of these facts, 
hat it was a suicidal policy for pub- 
ishers, who also operated job print- 
ng establishments, to continue to cut 
>rices and called on the members of 
he Association to deal with th-" 
1 prob- 
ems of overhead expense In u sensi- 
ble manner otherwise the product, be 
t a newspaper or a job from the 
printing department, -most certainly 
vould decline., in quality and thus in 
usefulness. 
President Sherrill described the ef- 
orts now under way to establish a 
school of journalism at "Washington 
and Lee as a memorial to "Generat 
Robert E. Lee and urged upon the 
members their duty to support the 
undertaking to the fullest extent. 
"It is the plan of the committee in 


charge," he said, "to raise a fund of 
S125.000 first from the publishers in 
the South and to use this as a basis 
argument to enlist the support of the" 
general public in this great enter- 
prize. 
I sincerely hope that every 


member of our Association may be- 
come a contributor, in a large or 
small degree, to the consummation 
of this memorial." 
..«Asserting that Newspaper Ethics 
constituted one of the. most impor- 
tant'problems 'of the' a-eragie'T&uWish-- 
er, the speaker urged the adoption 
of the code of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors. 
"A newspaper, is a proponent of 


public service," he stated." and it 
should be governed by ethical stan- 
dards. 
Private selfishness should be 
eliminated, and the public good al-' 
ways should be paramount. In order 
to accomplish this in the best and 
highest -way, a general code of ethics 
should be adopted and observed." 
Quoting from the American Society 


code dealing with responsibility as 
"the right of the newspaper to attract 
and 
hold readers'' 
restricted 
by 
•'nothing but considerations of uublic 
welfare" and the freedom of the press 
"to be gtiarded as a vital right of 
mankind." the speaker expressed thr 
sincere hope that such a code might 
be adopted by the North Carolina 
publishers. 
He then continued to 
read extracts from the code dealing 
with independence as "freedom from 
all obligations except that of fidelity 
to the public interest;" sincerity, 
truthfulness, and accuracy as "good 
faith with the reader and the foun- 
dation of all journalism •worthy of the 
name:" impartiality in differentiating 
between nr-ws reports and expressions 
of opinion: fair play to all giving 
both sides of a question the tight to 
expression through the press, regard- 
less of personal bias: and decency as 
the high duy of. every publisher to 
the high duty "free 
of Stems in- 


tended to excite the baser side of 
men or to "pander deiibarately to 
vicious instinct."' 


In closing. Mr. Sherrill urged the 


members to give ;neir fullest support 
to the North Carolina Press Associa- 
tion over a period of 34 years and 
urged those soon to follow him to 
give thoir best efforts for the in> 
prox-ement of newspaper -work gen- 
erally and ,the advancement or the 
ideals of the Association,

The startling- suspension of a brok- 


*rage house in New York that had 
been in existence for 70 years, and 
that has frequently been mentioned 
as "a "Gibraltar," is attributed to 
losses during the war on account -of 
its large business with Germany, and 
to operations in oil stocks and Ger- 
man marks. 
- 
The first might befall any bank- 


ing house.

on war, there is*hardy any class of 
persons so liable to suffer from war. 
The adage that capital is timid con- 
tains far more truth than the notion

"War destroys a huge amount of cred- 
it before it gets to destroying- material. 
A firm with a large amount of Ger- 
man business would inevitably suf- 
fer from the interruption of business 
and the losses of Germany.
